It is hoped that the condition of the schools for the past 
year has given the satisfaction which the Board of Education 
have tried to insure. By the above list of teachers it may be 
seen that there has been but one change of teachers during the 
past year. That change was brought about by circumstances 
over which the teacher or your committee had no control. So 
long as each teacher did her work satisfactorily giving good re- 
sults, the Board of Education has tried to retain the teacher in 


i. 
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the same position, believing that a constant changing of teach- 
ers does not tend to advance but rather to retard the pro- 
gress of the sehool. 

The teachers for the past year have given good satisfaction, 
so far as your committee have been able to ascertain. Al- 
though in one or two instances the teacher has not accomplished 
quite all that was expected, your committee have taken the 
necessary steps to obtain proper results. . 

In last year’s report there was inserted a few words to parents 
to induce them, if possible, to visit oftener the schools, and by 
so doing, encourage their children in their studies. We are 
pleased to note that there has been a marked increase in the 
number of visitors throughout the town school the past year. 
The visits of parents are a benefit to the teacher. and tend to 
encourage the scholars to increase their endeavors to obtain 
better results. 3 

The school house in District No. 4, was spoken of in last 
years report as being very badly out of repair. ‘The condition 
of the building to-day is worse if possible. 

We wish to call the attention of the people of Hampstéad to 
the condition of the building and to recommend that a new 
school house be built the coming year.
